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11. Summary 

Dmi segment of the Apple Team, nw designated Apple/3, which began axfiltrating 
to Oreeee on 12 Kay, continued its trek to tho border* The team reported by W/T that 
on 5 Juno they ran into an asbuah and mo member, tho guide, mm wounded. In qpito of 
these wound* and the iUneee of Dm teem leader and two ether members the teas refused 
to remain in Albania to await m edic in e and has proceeded on toward Grease, m W/T 
contact has been aade ainee 17 June, when the teas reported that it was 10-15 wiles from 
the Greek border. The fact that the teen has neither exfiltrated nor reported ainee 
that date is considered an Indication that serious trouble has been encountered. 

On k June, four agents, known as Orange Teas, with 250 pounds of supplies ware 
dropped to Appia/2, tho reconstituted Apple base teas which is to remain in Albania. 

The mission as scheduled waa to infiltrate two teams of three men each. However, due 
to tho hesitation of one of tho men. two man of the second (Flum) team and thalr 
supplies could net be dropped* Oa 10 June Apple/2 reported they had had no contaot 
with tho four man dropped end that on $ June Communist forces ware seen at the drop 
acne. On 25 June Apple/2 reported receipt of word through frtende that the Orange lean 
la in the Hlrdlta area, which la the area in which the Plua Team was to hare operated* 

Zt appears that the one men&er of Plum who ia now with Orange has assumed leadership of 
. the team* Confirmation of the team's where abouts will be sought by Apple/?* 

Work on the island training aite near Athena, which was scheduled to be completed 
by 15 June, la believed to have bean finished. 

On 1 June the clandestine radio added a daily broadcast to its schedule bringing 
the total to four a day. Beginning 1 June the hi#i power transmitters are being used 
for ell broadcasts instead of Just for one morning program as in tho past*
